Field Trials Proposed For Packs 
Under Masters Of Foxhounds Assn. 


Nationwide Commutition To Ten Hunting 
Abilities Of Foxhounds Before Being 
Shown On Bench In N. Y. Show

At every hound show as soon as hounds are put upon the bench and 
knowing one’s proclaim that here is a great type, a really fine hound, the 
question always comes to mind, can he hunt? For no matter whether a 
hound be the finest specimen of the breeder's art and capture every ribbon 
at the New York Show, Bryn Mawr or any other bench show, he is not worth 
a penny to a foxhunter if he cannot hunt Every master and every hunts 
man must always think first of the hunting ability of his hounds, and their 
conformation afterwards and for this reason all foxhunters agree that in 
any test of a hound, hunting ability is that aim towards which all breeders 

e striving first of all 

As t 
throughout the country and prove by competition, which are the best hounds 


ie point of all hound shows, is to compare the hounds of packs 


shown as individuals, in couples and in packs, one of the most interesting

The greatest difficulty in the path of pack trials is the difficulty in se- 
curing proper judges who really and honestly know hound work and who 
could give the necessary time to it. Some of the best judges available might 
not necessarily be good across country on a horse. In this case it might be 
necessary to employ motor cars or have more judges on foot. 

Although this is an unfortunate time to instigate such a plan, it is a time 
in which to consider the advisability of the idea and through intelligent 
comment and thought, to work out details that might make the plan per- 
fectly feasible when the proper time came to execute it so that hounds of 
recognized packs could be tried in the field as well as on the bench.

This condition, however, is by no 
means a new one. On the contrary it 
has been chronic for many seasons. 
It is a most regrettable feature of 
our present racing ‘‘set-up”, and still 
more regrettable is the farther fact 
that there is no sign of its amend- 
ment. 

There are several reasons for it. 
Let us glance briefly at them. 

Three may be enumerated = as 
“major.”” 

The first is the inordinate use 
made of our 2-year-olds, which blasts 
the careers of immense numbers of 
them before they have reached their 
third birthday. 

The second is the tremendous pre- 
ssure to which it has become the 
custom to subject our best three, 
year-olds. 

The “Triple Crown”’ for that age— 
Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Belmont 
—crowds the three most important 
fixed events provided for them into 
a month’s time in the early spring. 
All are over before June 10, and 
thus every season sees the _ scene 
strewn with wreckage and the corps 
of high-class colts so depleted that 
the latter great stakes offered them, 
such as the American Derby, the 
Classic, the Travers, etc., are often 
left to second and third class conten- 
tion and are unworthy of the “big 
money” that attaches to them. 

These two causes of themselves 
go far to explain that dearth of 
high-class aged handicap and stake 
horses that has become typical of 
modern American racing. But there 
is still the third count to be cited. 

This is the all-year, twelve-months 
racing season which has come to pre- 
vail, with ‘‘major’’ meetings that of- 
fer sensational money prizes in 
Florida and California; where, in 
especial, the $100,000 Santa Anita 
and $50,000 Widener Handicaps, 
the $50,000 Santa Anita Derby and 
other richly endowed events engage 
the flower of our aged and three- 
year-old performers during the time 
of year when, until but a few sea- 
sons ago, they were in winter quar- 
ters, resting and growing and stren 
gthening in preparation for their 
coming toils during the “regular” 
spring-to-fall campaign. 

Horseflesh—especially of the rac 
ing sort—has always been a most 
perishable commodity. It was diffi. 
cult enough to keep our performers 
sound in the “good old days’? when 
2-year-old racing was restrained 
within reasonable limits, 3-year-olds 
were not run off their legs before 
June had dawned, and there were 
no winter meetings to rob them of 
their well-earned and necessary 
period of hibernation. 

But nowadays the ordeals before 
them are such that were they made 
of forged steel, chromium and lig- 
hum-vitae, and not flesh and blood, 
they might well be pardoned for 
succumbing to the strain they are 
called upon to endure. 

Which being the case, no alter- 
native remains but that outlined 
the spectacle of many of our 
richest events contested by inferior 
fields and won by mediocre per 
forme rs

It is probably an old story to old 
beaglers but may be news to the 
tvro that cottontails white and 
black tailed jackrabbits, varying 
hare, arctic hare, and marsh rabbits 
are actually all of the hare rather 
than the rabbit family. The principal 
difference between the two. being 
that the hare family have thei 
young, which are born fully furred 
with their eyes open, in a form or 
nest above ground, whereas young 
rabbits are born in a hole or burrow, 
naked and with their eyes closed. To 
enlarge on the subject, Belgian hare 
are really rabbits, and white rabbits 
with pink eyes are rabbits, but all 
the wild “rabbits” in North America 
are hares. In England their rabbit, 
that lives in a warren, is never hunt 
ed by beagles but is bolted from its 
hole with a ferret and shot. Our cot 
tontail provides much better port 
than its English cousin and often 
will make a point of half a mile or

New Generation On Turf May 
Result In Dynamic Changes 
In Modes And Manners 


Some of us after the last war 
thought that the new _ generation 
who appeared on the Turf were not 
comparable to the old brigade which 
largely gave place to them. The 
newcomers “knew it all” in a few 
weeks and were ready to patronize, 
and even to teach those whom they 
regarded as ‘back numbers’, There 
was, however, a sufficient leaven of 
old hands to preserve the continuity 
of Turf tradition pretty much as we 
knew it in our young days. There 
will be fewer of this latter type to 
act in a similar manner when racing 
again comes into its own at the end 
of this war. 

It is probable that when that hap- 
py day arrives there will be dynamic 
changes in the modes, manners and 
the yery conduct of the Turf. All this 
will be more obvious to officials, to 
those in weighing and_ stewards’ 
rooms, and to the older generation 
of owner, trainer and jockey than to 
the ordinary racegoer, who does not 
come into actual contact with either 
the ‘behind the scenes’, or the mach- 
inery of Turf administration. Mess- 
erg Weatherby, and their represen- 
tatives at race meetings have a re- 
straining hand on ingenuous youth 
when it attempts either to ‘throw 
its weight about’, or to ride rough- 
shod over written and unwritten 
rules, Moreover, there are a few out- 
smoken—and very plain spoken— 
Matt Peacock’s, who will be quite 
ready to give newcomers the benefit 
of their long experience, but will not 
tolerate unchecked, self-opinionated, 
bumptious bounders. The end of the 
last war produced a good many of 
these. Not a few were mere Jacks-in- 
the-box, who soon disappeared, 
whilst most of those who continued 
quickly found that they had more to 
learn than they had at first thought 
and gradually they shook down into 
their proper places. Probably all 
this will have to be gone through 
again but this time the line of resis- 
tance will not be so strong. 

These thoughts have been suggest- 
ed to me by a passage in a letter 1 
have this week received from a once 
well-known jockey who turned train- 
er, but has now retired from the 
Turf arena. Here is what he says: 
“The younger generation is in no 
respect in the same class as those of 
half a century ago. You could not 
put them together. Racing itself was 
more pleasant then, for not only 
were those who took part in it more

brotherly, but they really loved ana 
understood horses, and this, to- 
gether with true sportsmanship was 
at the foundation of racing and 
made all the difference. [ remember 
when newcomers walked into’ the 
weighingroom almost on _ tip-toe, 
spoke there in a whisper, and ad- 
dressed officials as ‘sir’; now they 
bluster in and are ready to. give 
their opinion and advice to anyone 
On any subject connected with rac- 
ing. So many of the old hands have 
died during the past twelve months 
that I tremble to think what the 
future of the Turf will be after the 
war when youth takes the reins.” 
It 18; of 
youth should come into the game— 


course, essential that 
young officials, young owners, young 
trainers and young jockeys—to 
preserve its continuity and vigour. 
They will bring new ideas and _ in- 
evitable changes. What those few of 
the older generation who continue 
to take an active part on the post- 
war Turf would ask is that in their 
sweeping the new young brooms do 
not treat their seniors as inferiors 
and that they do not flaunt the tra- 
dition, custom and practice which 
has contributed to tke world-wide 
prestige of British racing. It may be 
argued that the Jockey Club will 
preserve this. The rules and watch- 
ful eyes of the governing body will, 
of course, do much in this respect, 
but tradition is a thing apart from 
regulations—it has its superstrue- 
ture in the heart, and in all that we 
mean by sportsmanship. There are 
no more abused and mis-used words 
in our language than ‘sportsman’ 
and ‘sportsmanship’. Somehow (1 
may be wrong) [I am_ inclined to 
think we do not find the sportsmen 
on the Turf ring quite as true today 
as they did when the old jockey- 
trainer J have quoted commenced his 
career and when my connection with 
the Turf began;

“Selling races are the low t form 
of contest recognized by the rules of 
racing, and selling handicaps, the 


lowest of all, are, on the face of 
them, manifestly ridiculous.’ 
Recently there has been a good 
deal of discussion and questioning as 
to the origin of selling race the 
general opinion being that they 
a comparatively recent innovatio1 
As a matter of fact this is not the 


case In one form or another they 


are almost as old as racing itself 
The first known record is of ‘a selle 

in 1689. From time to time the 
Jockey Club has issued fresh legis- 
lation regarding these races Not 


until 1866, however, was the winner 
allowed to be put up for auction, and 


prior to this ‘claiming races’ would 


have been the more correct descrip- 
tion. In 1869, it was expressly for- 
bidden to sell the winner by public 
auction, but two years later selling 
was again permitted. The idea then 
was to give owners an opportunity 
to get rid of bad horses, or of those 
which though not entirely bad, were 
not up to the standard certain own- 
ers wished to see carrying their col- 
ours 

Selling races have become popular 


With high-wagering owners, who put 


in a valuable animal to be sold for 
maybe £100, back it for all they can 
get on, and are willing to go to £500 


or more to buy it in These same 


events are also popular with race 


executives because half of any sums 
realized over the advertised selling 
price goes into the coffers for no 
earthly reason at all the other half 


of the surplus is taken by the owner 
of the second horse It thus fre 
quently happe1 tl it pay much 


better to be second than to win, and 
this contributes to the unholy, and 
unsporting farce into which these 
events often develop, with an after- 
math of blackmail, ‘squaring’ not to 
bid, and breaking of both rules and 
friendships. As I have said it would

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WITS WIN RACES 
Probably the greatest test in racing horses is the steeplechase. It requires 
nerve, skill and strength surpassing a flat race, and it requires, above all of 
these things presence of mind, ability to think in the moment of intense 
physical exertion and extreme emotion Recently at Belmont, there has 
been some great steeplechasing, and one of the best performances was that 
of Jockey Francis Bellhouse, under contract to F. Ambrose Clark whose col- 
ors have been consistently in the winner's circle as the steeplechase horses 
moved up from Carolina to Deep Run and on through the circuit of Hunt 
Meetings to the big tracks 

Jockey Bellhouse is a stylist, if there ever was one He rides his racing 
with a cool, deliberate movement that is a joy to see. There is thought be- 
hind Bellhouse’s riding that seems so effortless, so quiet There is no evi- 
dence of the immense exertion that any rider must put out when piloting a 
fit one over big jumps Jockey Bellhouse can sit chilly and the record of 
his performances with Ambrose Clark’s ‘chasers is proof enough, if proof 
were needed, of this young man’s ability to ride one of the best string of 
‘chasers in America. 

Bellhouse demonstrated two weeks ago at Belmont a skill rarely seen in 
racing where the prime requisite is in balance, in the ability to sit still, for he 
gave a ride on Bladen that should go down in the chronicles of ’chasing as 
one of the most unusual examples of riding and clear thinking that has been 
seen for some time 
bad that Bellhouse stayed put with great difficulty and Amalfi went to the 


Bladen put in a bad one three fences from home So 


front by several lengths. It was strange that among all of the horsemen at 
Belmont at the time, few saw what had happened. This very failure of others 
to perceive the result of Bladen's blunder is only further proof of the skill 
of the rider to act in a pinch. The reins had gone over Bladen’s head and 
were twisted on the off-side and the stretch ahead swung to the left with 
Amalfi going away at every stride and Bladen in none too good shape to 
finish after the severe beating he had given himself in blundering over the 
fence. With rare coolness, Jockey Bellhouse got his one reined horse to- 
gether, how is really a mystery, and sent him with the use of his whip, his 
heels and his head, up to Amalfi and past him over the next two, swinging left 
all of the time although all he had to do it with was a right-handed rein. 

It is all very well to say that it was just luck, the horse just happened to 
run down the stretch, but those who know steeplechasing know that horses, 
just don’t do that. There is probably no more exciting game in the entire 
world than riding horses fast at big fences 
runs, the effort he expends and which he communicates to his rider to clear 


The speed in which a horse 


his fences is one that can numb the mind of the most alert, make him but a 
passenger. It is for this reason that when anything goes wrong racing, the 
rider usually goes off or the horse falls down. 

The pictures show Bellhouse going over the last jump with his one reined 
horse. He is sitting in perfect form and the only thing to tell the tenseness 
of the mount is Bladen’'s head which is slightly twisted to the right in Jockey 
Bellhouse’s endeavor to hold him together.

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Scientists Claim Sex Of Litters 
May Be Influenced By 
Treatment Before Breeding 





Several scientists in various parts 
of the country, as recently featured 
in the New York News, claim that 
they can influence the sex of a lit- 
ter by treating the bitch with soda 
or lactic acid before breeding. Soda 
(an alkaline) is supposed to give a 
preponderance of males, and lactic 
acid (an acid) a preponderance of 
females. 

Dr. Elmer Roberts, 
genetics, Department of Animal 
Husbandry, University of Illinois, 
reported his findings at the annua: 
convention of the American Society 
of Anime] Production:

An ordinary hard rubber goose- 
neck nozzle syringe is used, and for 
the acid solution (for bitch puppies) 
1 quart of 2 per cent lactic acid solu- 
tion, and for the alkali solution 
(for male pups) 1 quart of 3 per 
cent bicarbonate of soda_ solution. 
Three successive treatments are 
given to the bitch which should then 
be bred within an hour. 


Equally favorable results have 
been secured on rats, rabbits, cows 
and horses. Dr. Cummings of Al- 
berton, Canada, obtained 21 out of 
27 male colts by treating mares with 
alkali, using basically the same 
method as that developed by the 
News at the tests they have spon- 
sored at the Applied Research Lab- 
oratories at Dayton, New Jersey. 

With the coming of summer and 
hot weather we will again hear of 
dogs being shot as “mad” when it’s 
only running fits, and actually mad 
dogs going around unmolested be- 
cause they have “silent rabies’, the 
symptoms of which are seldom not- 
iced. Running fits are when a dog 
runs around banging into’ things, 
drooling at the mouth and often giv- 
ing a lot of sharp barks. This dis- 
ease is also known as “fright dis- 
ease”, and in England is called 
hyperkinesia. It is usually caused 
by a lowering of the calcium of the 
blood, and, in the opinion of such 
veterinary experts as Dr. Lentz, is 
caused by feeding nothing but some 
commercial dog food which is lack- 
ing in the necessary minerals and 
vitamins contained in milk, meat 
and fat. 

The catarrhal state and infection 
of the intestine prevalent in ‘“run- 
ning fits’, are caused by too much 


roughage in the ordinary commer- 
cial dog food which constantly 


brushing the lining of the intestines, 
promotes catarrhal states.

Occasional outbreaks of “running 
fits’’ are due to an infection com- 
parable to influenza meningitis in 
children.

And, of course, 
as we all know, unfortunately no 
one can tell if the dog is really mad
